Carranza, who trith a small party 01 
toUorvers had been a fugitive iu the 
mountains of jPueWa since late last 
iretfc, TOS killed at ClaxeAlantongo 
earlj- TJiarsday morning according to 
official announcement here. His com- 
panions, the names of whom are nn. 
inoira, also irere slain. 


General Herrera, It is said, directed 


the attack which resulted in Ui« death 
of the fugitive president and his^jol- 
lowers. He belonged to forces com- 
manded by General 3Liriel, who- ac- 
companied Carranza In his flight bnt 
Tfho later deserted Carrania and join- 
ed the retolnttonlsts. '

ing the exact affiliation of General 
Herrera. It is generallj believed "pos- 
sible, however, that he commanded a
